About Milk Purity 


The laboratory director of the C as­ 
tanea Dairy Co.. Trenton, John S. B ry­ 
an, was the guest speaker at the m eet­ 
ing of the Exchange Club in the E lk s’ 
Home last evening. 
Besides his talk, 
which 
concerned 
tin* 
development 
made in the past several decades in 
making milk more pure, the speaker 
also showed a picture to the group ou t­ 
lining SO years of progress in science 
and production. 
Restrictions and regulatons in the 
handling of milk from the time it is 
taken in its raw state until it reaches 
the consumer, were mentioned by Mr. 
Bryan. Cleanliness is the forethought 
in all operations today. 
Reasons for pasteurization were a l­ 
so related. By heating the milk to 140 
degrees Fahrenheit many germs are 
killed, such 
as 
those germs which 
causi* typhoid fever, diphtheria, and 
the streptococci germ. 
Pasteurization 
also keeps milk sweet for a longer 
period of time.
